1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

As the results, none of the references teaches a 
method for recording at least one message associated with a prepaid telephone calling card as 
recited in independent claim 9. Furthermore, none of the references teaches a system and a 
method for facilitating the use of a prepaid telephone calling card as recited in the independent 
claims 28, 29 and 30. Finally, none of the references teaches a method for recording purchase 
preferences of an individual associated with a prepaid telephone calling card as recited in the
